Our  text  la  significant,  inasmuch  as  It  points  us 
to  great  events  which  are  to  happen,  and  also  In¬ 
forms  us  that  those  who  watch— when  they  see 
the  things  happening— as  predicted— may  know 
that  Jesus  Christ  is  near,  even  at  the  door. 

By  way  of  introduction,  may  I  say  that  my 
object  tonight  Is  to  call  your  attention  to  certain 
events  that  are  taking  place,  both  In  the  secular 
and  religious  world,  which,  when  compared  with 
the  Prophecies  we  read  In  our  Lesson,  concering 
the  8econd  Coming  of  our  Lord,  are  indeed  very 
significant. 

The  question  as  to  whether  we  are  living  in  "the 
last  days"  of  this  age,  is,— many  believe  beyond 
dispute. 

However,  to  be  forewarned  Is  to  he  forearmed. 
My  purpose,  therefore.  Is  to  warn  you  of  some  of 
the  many  snares,  pitfalls  and  delusions  with  which 
all  men  everywhere  are  beset;  and  being  warned, 
that  we  may,  like  the  Five  Wise  Virgins,  have  our 
lamps  trimmed  and  burning— so  that  we  gnay  be 
ready  when  our  Lord  comes. 

You  will  remember,  In  our  Lesson  (t  y.) 
the  disciples  asked  Jesus  privately  three  questldos: 

1.  When  th«t  Temple  of  Jerusalem  should  be 
destroyed? 

2.  What  shall  be  the  sign  of  Thy  Coming? 

8.  Of  the  enil  of  the  World? 

To  that  little  fathering  Jesus  unfolded  the  mar- 
vellous  happenings  which  were  to  take  place  before 
He  should  returji.  He  also  revealed  to  them  bow 
that  terrible  wars  would  take  place;  and  that 
famines,  pestilences  and  persecutions  would  come 
to  the  world;  hlso  —  because  of  the  wickedness 
that  will  abound  on  every  band,  "the  love  of  many 
shall  wax  cold.”  (Matt.  24,  12.) 

Our  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ,  then  speaks  definitely 
regarding;  the  end  of  this  age.  He  declares  there 
shall  be  great  tribulation,  such  as  was  not  since 
the  beginning  of  the  world  to  this  time,— no,  nor 
ever  shall  be;  (Matt.  24,  21.)  He  further  states, 
that  "except  those  days  should  be  shortened,  there  1 
should  no  flesh  be  Baved.”  (Matt.  24,  22.) 

With  reference  to  our  Saviour's  prediction  that  I 
false  Prophets  shall  rise  and  shall  deceive  many,  I 
Jesus  warns  us  that  we  should  give  no  heed  to  i 
anything  these  false  prophets  say;  nor  to  go  here,  J 
nor  there,  at  tlielr  suggestions;  but  to  remember  s 
that  when  Jesus  comes,  "He  shall  come  as  the  o 
lightning  that  cometh  out  of  the  East,  and  shineth  li 
even  unto  the  Weat.”  (Matt  24.  27.)  (

Titus,  with  the  Roman  army,  1 
laid  siege  to  Jerusalem,  and  after  Inflicting  un-  a  i 
parallel  suffering  upon  the  inhabitants  with  great  pre 
loss  of  life,  they  destroyed  the  Temple  and  City.  mo 
Question  2.  and  8.  “What  shall  be  the  sign  of  stn 

Thy  coming,”  and  “of  the  end  of  the  world?"  are  des 

answered  In  verses  4  to  23  of  the  lesson  we  read.  1

ir  Persecution  Is  also  mentioned.  The  world  baa 
it  been  shocked  during  recent  y*ars  at  the  horrible 

e  massacres  of  the  Armenians  by  the  Turks.  We 

s  also  have  some  slight  Idea  of  the  horrible  cruelties 

V  and  murders  resorted  to  by  the  Russian  Bolsbw 

vista  in  their  effort  to  stamp  out  religion,  as  also 
ir  everybody  who  they  thought  wtre  opposed  to  their 
8  system  of  government. 

In  a  report  to  the  British  Government  on  the 
r  recent  massacres  in  Russia.  Sir  Horace  Rumbold 
,  says,  "that  unless  all  the  information  Is  Inaccurate, 
i  the  massacre  pf  Jews  by  the  Ukranlan  Peasant 
Band  (that  Is  a  body  of  soldiers)  can  find  no 
parallel  except  In  the  massacre*  of  the  Armenians 
by  the  Turka  Sir  Horace  says  that  towns  of 
many  thousands  of  inhabitants,  almost  wholly 
Jewish,  have  apparently  been  wTped  out.  He  con¬ 
siders  that  the  completeness  of  the  annihilation 
of  these  populations  Is  the  cause  of  the  world  hav¬ 
ing  been  kept  in  Ignorance  of  this  great  crime. 
(The  murderers  left  no  one  to  t*ll  the  tala) 

Another  prediction  is.  "that  many  false  prophets 
shall  arise  and  shall  deceive  many.”  Now  what 
Is  the  condition  Of  things  In  this  connection  today? 

Let  us  see  what  Is  happening  In  England.  I  leave

He  actual¬ 
ly  attacks  Protestantism,  and  pleads  for  Mass  and 
the  Confessional,  and  declares  he  Is  fascinated 
with  the  Roman  Church.” 

let  another  Romanizing  society  In  the  Free 
Churches  is  known  as  the  “Church  Ideals  Mov* 
ment "  They  call  themselves  "High  Church  Non¬ 
conformists.” 

Can  one  wonder  at  the  spiritual  torpor  every¬ 
where  manifest  when  such  men  are  allowed  to  h<4d 
pupllts  In  our  churches? 

F  A  A.,  writing  In  the  Nation,  on  ‘The  Eclipse 
of  Non-conformity.”  Just  recently,  said :  “It  has  lost 
IU  grip  on  the  world,  and  Its  Influence  on  society. 

IU  congregations  are  smaller;  Its  Bunday  Schools 
are  dwindling;  and  Its  young  people  are  drifting 
Hwajr.”  W  hat  a  aad  picture! 

I  could  tell  you  of  other  societies  which  are 
springing  up  around  us,  all  of  whom  deny  or  per¬ 
vert.  more  or  less,  of  the  Bible's  teaching-such 
as  Theosophy.  RusselllSm.  Christian  Science.  Mor 
monism.  Spiritualism,  etc  These  are  wntl-Obrlnt, 

BPT,  In  addition  to  the  foregoing  Bible  mutllstork, 
we  now  have  what  Is  known  as  "The  Shorter 
Bible  This  is,  I  believe,  aa  American  production.

Third,  there  are  churches  adjacent  to  Clinton 
without  pastors.  These  churches  ought  to  have 
pastors.

THE  PROBLEM  OF  MINISTERIAL  EDUCATION. 


It  has  been  frequently  stated  that  Mississippi 
College  has  been  the  greatest  obe  human  factor  In 
placing  Mississippi  Baptists  in  the  numerical  lead 
of  other  denominations  In  the  state.  If  this  ob¬ 
servation  be  true,  there  are  unmistakable  reasons 
why  It  is  true.  There  Isn't  any:  sort  of  doubt  that 
the  chiefest  of  these  reasons  is  to  found  in  minis¬ 
terial  education.  For  a  half  century  and  more 
this  Institution  has  been  putting  its  stamp  upon 
ofur  denom  national  leaders.  Through  denomina¬ 
tional  aid  many  of  God’s  called  inen  have  been  en¬ 
abled  to  take  college  and  Seminary  training  which 
hhd  been  Impossible  without  the  aid.  The  grow¬ 
ing  demand  in  our  churches  for  a  trained  leader¬ 
ship  abundantly  justifies  our  denominational  poll¬ 
ed  of  ministerial  training. 

Th*  denomination  ought  to  know  and  lay 
seriously  to  heart  the  fact  that  we  are  face  to  face 
with  the  greatest  problem  which  has  ever  confront¬ 
ed  this  phase  of  our  work.  Mississippi  Baptists 
have  bad  thrust  upon  them,  in  a  vital  way,  the 
"problem  of  ministerial  education.”  Several  fac¬ 
tors  enter  Into  this  problem.  The  first  factor  Is  to 
be  found  In  the  Increasing  number  of  God-called 
men  who  are  anxious  for  preparation  for  their 
life  work  and  who  are  without  adequate  means 
with  which  to  do  It.  Both  Mississippi  and  Clarke 
Colleges  have  had  to  say,  "no,"  to  many  such.  The 


SOME  WILD  CAMPAIGN  REPORTS.

Somebody 
In  tbe  North  seems  to  be  giving  to  the  Southern 
presk  a  series  of  discounting  and  discouraging 
statements  concerning  the  76  Million  Campaign 
and  the  five  year  pledges. 


around  35.  In  addition  to  this  many  are  hearing 
and  reponding  to  the  call  of  God  tb  preach  the  Goa- 
pel— amongst  them  some  of  our  driest  college  men. 
Some  other  states  are  lamenting  the  decrease  of 
men  who  are  giving  their  lives ; to  tbe  ministry! 
spec  al  prayer  services  ^re  held  to  pray  the  Lord 
to  thrust  forth  laborers  Into  the  harvest  Our 
problem  Is  not,  what  shall  we  do  about  the  de¬ 
crease  but  what  shall  we  do  abbut  the  Increase? 
We  do  well  to  rejoice  In  this  phase  of  our  pro¬ 
blem. 

Tbe  second  phase  of  our  problem  is  to  be  seen 
In  inadequate  housing  room.  Both  colleges  have 


This  propaganda  by 
some  unfriendly  sources  Is  seeking  to  discourage 
and  discount  Southern  Baptists.  I  wish  to  give 
the  following  statement  of  facts  concerning  the 
Campaign  thus  far: 

The  Convention  In  Atlanta  set  from  May  to  May 
as  the  Campaign  year,  with  the  hope  that  we  would 
come  to  the  end  of  the  first  year  with  516,000,000 
ip  cash.  It  should  be  remembered  that  the  pledge 
cards  were  all  dated  December  1st  and  their  pay¬ 
ments  were  to  begin  at  that  time.  From  all 
sources  to  be  credited  to  the  Campaign  up  to  De¬ 
cember  1,  1919,  we  had  not  received  51.000,000. 
During  the  Campaign  not  much  money  was  raised, 
but  we  raised  in  cash  from  December  1st  to  May 
l#t  on  the  pledges  around  112,000,000.  We  all 
counted  that  a  great  victory  In  cash  collected  in 
pvo  months. 

j  lf  we  count  that  May  1st  will  be  the  end  of  the 
scirond  year  we  now  are  far  short  of  our  Campaign 
pledges,  but  we  have  three  months  In  which  to 
mket  this  deficit,  the  period  in  which  we  get  most 
of  our  money.  This  shows  that  we  have  a  great 
bask  ahead.  If  we  count  from  December  to  Decem¬ 
ber,  the  time  really  in  which  most  of  the  donors 
expected  to  make  paments,  we  have  collected  more 
thkn  51,000,000  above  the  first  year's  quota,  and 
around  51.000,000  less  than  the  first  year's  sub¬ 
scriptions.  If  we  count  the  first  year  of  the  pledges, 
are  now  only  about  5  per  cent  under  the  cash  due 
on  the  first  year  pledgee,  not  quota,  but  of  course 
wo  are  under  obligat'ons  to  meet  the  convention 
statement  of  the  fiscal  year  from  May  to  May. 

It  seems  that  these  facts  are  not  discouraging 
and  in  no  sense  Indicate  a  failure  of  our  five  year 
pledges.  Every  state  and  every  church  should 
bend  its  efforts  to  come  to  the  Convention  in  May 
with  two  years  of  their  pledges  paid.  If  we  do  this 
we  have  got  a  tremendous  task.  I  trust  that  the 
brethren  generally  will  take  these  quotations  from 
outside  and  alien  sources  with  due  consideration 
for  tbe  purposes  they  may  have  In  mind,  and  that 
is  to  discount  Southern  Baptists  and  tear  down 
the[r  morale  rather  than  to  give  facta. 

As  general  director  of  the  Campaign  and  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Conservation  Commission,  I  say  that 
Southern  Baptists  in  the  face  of  the  terrible  econo¬ 
mic!  conditions  have  made  a  great  showing  and 
need  not  be  discouraged,
